Miss Parker is one of our oldest teachers, and has 
taught school in this district a number of terms. The 
scholars all like her because she is so pleasant towards 
them, and takes so much interest in them. ‘The or- 
der in the school was not quite as good as we had 
hoped. 

Miss Parker taught the same school during the fall 
term, and there was no material ¢hange from the last 
term.

hard to have a good school. About two weeks before

dismiss ten of the larger scholars. This school needs 
a man who has power to make his word law, and is 
able to execute it. The school was large and the 
teacher was not able to maintain strict discipline. 
The examination was very satisfactory, and those 
present showed that they had got a practical knowl- 
edge of the branches studied. 


Second Department. Summer Term. 
Teacher, Miss MarinpA K. PARKER. 


Miss Parker is a good disciplinarian, and one of our 
best teachers. The school during this term was a 
success, and the examination showed progress made 
by the scholars. 

Miss Parker also taught the fall term, with the same 


result as last term. . 


Winter Term. 
Teacher, Miss Mary JANE PARKER. 


The school was large this term, and there was not 
that order which is necessary in the village schools. 
The paper which was read by two of the girls on ex- 
amination day, would have done credit to older schol. 
ars with more mature minds. 


Third Department. Summer, Fall and Win- 


ter Terms. 
Teacher, Mrs. M. E. BuckMINSTER. 


This school is made up of the smallest scholars in’ 


the district, and some go who would be better off at 
home. Mrs. Buckminster taught the three terms dur- 
ing the year. The winter term especially was very 
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large. The examination of these terms showed that 
there were some bright scholars in this school. 
DISTRICT NO. 2. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. William Moore. 
Summer Terr. 
Teacher, Miss Martua R. WILDER. 

This was Miss Wilder’s sixth term in this district. 
She is too well known here, and has been in the ser- 
vice of the district so many terms, that it is not nec- 
essary for me to speak particularly of her success as 
a teacher. The examination showed thoroughness 
and progress made by the scholars. 

Winter Term. 


Teacher, Mr. Witt1AmM Moors. 


Mr. Moore is a resident of this district, and has 
taught school here two terms previous. He has had 
considerable experience in teaching in other places. 
His method of instruction is original and peculiar to 
himself. The examination did credit to both teacher 
and scholars, and was very satisfactory. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. J. A. Elhott. 


Summer Term. 
Teacher, Mrs. ELLEN R. Paces. 

The teacher is a resident of this district, and has 
taught school here before this term. She has had ex- 
perience in this line of business, and is well adapted 
to instruct the young. Progress was made and the 
school was a success.

Teacher, Mr. H. H. Dustin, of Deering. 

The school was not very large this term. Mr. Dus- 
tin has taught school in town one term before this. 
Quite a number of the scholars were not present the 
last day, but those present appeared to be thorough 
in the several branches studied, and showed. indica- 
tions of good advancement made by them. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Prudential Committee, John R. Grege. 


Summer Term. 
Teacher, Miss Minnige G. HALE. 

This is one of our small schools. The scholars were 
very punctual, there being but one tardy mark dur- 
ing the term. ‘The progress evinced by the examina- 
tion was commendable. Our small schools are often 
more successful than our larger ones. | 

Winter Term. 
Teacher, Miss Carrik J. ROBBE. 

This was Miss Robbe’s fourth term in this district. 
The school was considerable larger this term, owing 
to scholars attending from other districts. The ex- 
amination spoke well for the scholars and teacher. 

‘DISTRICT NO. 5. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. J. D. Diamond. 
: Summer Term. 
‘Teacher, Miss Martrua R. WinpeEr. 

Miss Wilder’s home is in this district, and she has 

taught school here three terms before the present 
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one. This was the only term during the year. The 
school was considerable larger than it has been in 
previous years. The scholars made progress and the 
term was a successful one. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. John M. Ramsey. 
Sunmer Term. 
Teacher, Miss Exsim EK. WitpEr. 

This district is larger than some others in town, 
but it receives a less sum of school money. Many 
of the scholars were very irregular in their attend- 
ance, which is a great disadvantage to any school. 
The examination indicated labor and thoroughness 
‘on the part of the teacher and progress made by 
most of the scholars. 

Winter Teri. 
Teacher, Mr. Danier, M. Wurre. 

Mr. White has taught school in town before this 
winter. The school appeared well on examination 
day, and showed that the scholars had made progress 
during the term. One girl, especially, was ready 
with an answer to almost every question as soon as 
asked her. 

DISTRICT NO. 7. 
Prudential Cominittee, Mr. Timothy N. Hunt. 
Summer Term. 
Teacher, Miss Eiua L. DopG@e. 

This was Miss Dodge’s first term, and the school 
was sinall, The closing exercises of the school satis- 
fied your committee that it had been a profitable 
term. 
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Winter Terma. 
Teacher, Miss Eisiz EK. WILpEr. 

The school was small this term, but there was good 
progress made by the scholars. The examination 
was very satisfactory, and especially did the classes 
in geography deserve commendation. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Porter B. Weston. 
Summer Term. 
Teacher, Miss KE. LoenA FAarrBANKS. 

“This was Mis¢ Fairbank’s first term, and this is 
another of the small schools in town. ‘The school 
appeared well examination day and showed that the 
scholars had made progress during the term. 

The winter term was taught by the s same teacher, 
and with the same result. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Albert O. Smith. 


Summer Tern. 
Teacher, Miss JuLinTtE A. Osaoon, of Alstead.. 


The school was large this term, and the teacher la- 
bored faithfully to instruct the scholars in the differ- 
ent branches used. The order and discipline of the 
school were not as good as we had desired. Miss Os- 
good had not quite enough decision and resolution to 
manage a large village school. 

Fall Term. 
Teacher, Miss ArmENA J. Dustin, of Deering. 

The school this term was about half as large as the 
one last term, and the scholars were all small. The 
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discipline of the school was good, and the examina- 
tion showed that there were some bright minds in 
this school of small scholars. 
| Winter Term. 
Teacher, Mr. H. M. Grorar, of Manchester. 

The discipline during this term was of the first 
order, but there was not quite life and energy enough 
displayed in the examination to make it interesting. 
This is one of our hardest schools, and contains 
some of the dullest scholars in town. A teacher for 
this school needs to be stern and steady in his pur- 
pose, and have life and energy enough to stimulate 
his pupils to labor successfully. * 

DISTRICT NO. 10. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. P. R. Davis. 
Winter Term. 

Teacher, Mr. THropoRE CoLuins, of Francestown. 

There was but one term during the year, and this 
is the smallest school in town. ‘There are but three 
scholars. The school is progressing finely, but has 
not closed at the date of writing this report. 

DISTRICT NO. 11: 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Charles R. Richardson. 
Summer Term. 
Teacher, Miss Ema R. Suirn. 

This was her first term of teaching, and the school 
was not very large. In this district they have no 
school house, but are obliged to have their school in. 


some private house. The examination showed disci- 
pline and thoroughness, and was satisfactory. 
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Winter Term. 
Teacher, Miss Einsre FE. Wiper. 

The school was not large this term. This has not 
differed from the other schools taught by Miss Wilder 
during the year; they have all been successful ones. 
The examination was very pleasant and satisfactory. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


In taking a general review of the schools during 
the past year, we have a few thoughts to suggest. 

One of the best lessons that children can learn is 
submission to order and discipline. Many of the 
parents do not co-operate with the teacher in bring- 
ing about this desired result. If the scholars are not 
made to mind, the parents complain of no govern- 
ment, but if, in enforcing obedience, some one receives 
a severe flogging, then the cry of cruelty is raised, 
and the teacher is blamed. The time was when 
scholars, before commencing a term “of school, re-, 
ceived from their parents something similar to the 
following: ‘‘ If you get punished at school, | will whip 
you when you get home ;” and many a child feared 
the punishment of the parent more than that of the 
teacher; but how is it now? Many parents, if not 
by words, by their acts, say to their children, “ If the 
teacher interferes with your rights we will take care 
of him;” and how often do we hear from the lips of 
even small children the expression, “ If the teacher

whips me, father will fix him! 
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There is not interest enough taken in our schools. 
Some of the scholars are allowed, and even encour- 
aged, to attend the dancing school in preference to 
the district school, and there is not that regularity 
and punctuality which is necessary in order to have 
our schools the most successful. As a whole, the 
schools during the past year have been about as suc- 
cessful as the year previous. More interest should 
be taken in our common schools, and ,they should 
become the pride of the town. If we wish to have 
our nation prosperous and our institutions perpetual, 
we must educate the masses, and in order to do this 
our common schools must be sustained, and the 
young taught obedience to law.
